STATE HOUSE LAW 


TANNER DOUBTFUL OF SUCCESS 
The Board of Selectmen have 
asked Rep. Prank Tanner, of 
Reading to file a bill, in be- 
half of the Wilmington board, 
asking that the Legislature 
repeal a bill, passed last 
summer, relative to housing. 
Chapter 607, of the Acts of 
1959, the law referred to, was 
pessed at the request of Sena- 
tors Francis I Lappin (R) of 
wracut, and James P. kurak (D) 
of Haverhill. The two men were 
popularly supposed to have 
been working in the interests 
of the Massachusetts Home| 
Builders Association. 

The law, entitled ‘An Act, 
limiting the regulation or re- 
striction by ordinance, zoning 


ordinance or by-law, of the 
minimum size of single family 
residential. buildings’ forbids 
towns to require that any home 
be constructed with a greater 
floor area than 764 square 
feet. 
Wilmington, prior tb the pas- 
sage of the law; had an 800 
foot minimum limit, and the 
law has been a sore point with 
Selectman Hagerty, and others 
since its passage. 

Tanner’ s Doubts 
Representative Tanner, who 
was axed by the Selectmen to 
file the bill in their behalf, 
has his doubts as to the ef- 
fect, in the Legislature. 
Tanner, who has examined the 
law as it was written, be- 
lieves it has been so written 
as to preclude the possibility 
of many of the legislators vo- 
ting for the repeal. 


‘I will file it anyways’, he 
stated, ‘And I will do every 
thing in my power to see that 
the bill is passed’. 

Two other Requests 

The Selectmen also Ssked Taa- 
ner to file a bill asking for 
a change in the laws, in that 
the local communities would 
have the power to restrict or 
forbid advertising signs from 
being erected on highways. 
This law has been requested 
many times, by various towns, 
but never enacted by the Leg- 
islature. 

Also requested by the Select- 
men was some type of action 
that could stop or curtail 
train whistling, at grade 
crossings. 

Tanner has suggested to Don- 
ald Kidder, Chairman of the 
Wilmington Board, that instead 
the request should be limited 
to a specific crossing. This 
would have more chance of en- 
actment, Tanner told Kidder.

10 of the 19 milk distribut- 
ing companies.in- Wilmington 
have passed tests, on samples 
of the milk they sell, with 


flying colors, Town Sanitarian 
Patrick a Thibeau has an- 
nounced, 

The other nine passed the 
examination after a second 
series of tests had been taken 

It was the first testing of 
milk, in Wilmington, in some 
nine months. Thibeau has to 
take all samples to a labora- 
tory in Chelmsford, because no 
location is nearer. He spent 
all of last week, including 
Veterans Day, in the Chelms- 
ford laboratory, on milk sam- 
ples. 

Samples of milk were taken 
from all vendors in Wilmington 
during the period between Oct. 
5 and October 19. 

In the case of the nine com- 
panies which did not pass the 
first tests, further samples 
were taken on October 28th. 
There was no advance warning, 
in either case. 

4 total of 285 samples were 
taken, and in 39 instances in- 
jurious bacteria were found.

CRANBERRIES AND MOSQUITOES 

As of this writing there are a lot of unhap- 
py people in these United States. A modern 
science product has become the bane of one of 
our industries, and people are glaring at each 
other and wondering who to blame. 

So perhaps we might get in a few words about 
another of our modern science products - the 
mosquito control sprays which are used Tiberal- 
ly in seme parts of the country every spring 
and summer. 

Our Moth Department in Wilmington has a mo- 
dest program. It sprays from the highways, ta- 
king advantage of the winds to cover our swamps 
with mosquito killing compounds.’ 

This is not as efficient a program as there 
is in a couple of contiguous towns - Reading 
and Andover for example.’ Those towns use held 
copters, and there are people in Andover who 
don't like Wilmington because it isn't as mo- 
dern + because it won't use the helicopter pro- 
gram too. 

We don't know why our Moth Department hasn't 
used helicopters - and we have never asked - 
because we have had a secret doubt as to the 
ultimate advantages of this type of mosquito 
control. 

What does this modern science program do to 
the birds - and the bees - and the fish - and 
the animals that inhabit our woodlands and 
swamps? 

Are we killing off our fair-feathered 
friends - perhaps directly - perhaps by de- 
stroying an insect food supply? 

Do the bees pick up some of these modern 
chemicals in their pollen - perhaps for event- 
ual ingestion by homo sapiens? 

What about the fish in our streams - are 
they ultimately affected by the spraying pro- 
gram, in a way unsuspected by we poor mortals? 

We have been assured by people who should 
know, that only the mosquitoes, suffer from a 
modern spraying program. 

But is it so?

Burning of wood formerly took 
place on Abigail’s Island, but 
was stopped when some people 
began to dump other rubbish 
and refuse on the location.

The Wilmington.Fire Depart- 
ment, and about half the men 
folk of Wilmington went dash- 
ing down to the Raffi & Swan- 
son plant, a week ago last 
night, for what proved to be a 
false alarm. 

The plant, on Eames Street, 
manufactures lacquers, and is 
highly conscious of safety. It 
has a number of automatic a- 
larms, one of which registers 
a drop in the water level of 
the town’s standpipes. 

The water level dropped about 
15 feet, when a water main 
which had been laid by a Cam- 
panelli & Cardi contractor, on 
the new section of Woburn st. 
in North Wilmington broke. 

The break, which occured a- 
bout 11 pm,, was caused by the 
main ( a ten inch pipe) having 
been laid on rock, without the 
usual ‘cushion’ of gravel. 

The alarm blew, automatically 
and Wilmington’s fire depart- 
ment streamed down to Eames St 
The first truck to arrive 
found the gates locked. The 
second truck, arriving soon 
afterwards, supplied a power~ 
ful set of shears, and the 
chain holding the gate locked 
was cut. 


The trucks streamed in, and 
everyone looked for the fire. 
There was none - of course. 
It was a case of the automatic 
alarm registering the drop in 
water level. 

So the trucks turned around 
and drove out + and it was 
then that the drivers learned 
that on each side of the gate 
there was no fence - only lawn 
over which they could have 
driven. 

Members of the Water Depart- 
ment worked all night, and re- 
placed the broken piece of 
main, Water was shut off from 
two homes only, for less than 
ten minutes.
